London, April 4.— The Prince aml 
Princess ol Wales started for Copen- 
hagen this morning for the purpose of 
attending the celebration of King 
Christian's birthday, which occurs on 
April 8th. 

Brussels. April 4.— The Prince of 
Wales was shot nt as tin- train was 
leaving the northern railroad station, 
but the shots missed His Royal High- 
ness. 

The would-be assassin id a tinsmith 
named Sipldo, a" resident of Brussels, 1(1 
years of age. His pockets were found 
to be full of anarchist literature. He fired 
two shots at the Prince of Wales', The 
Princess of Wales nnd others were in 
the car but no one was touched. When 
examined by the railroad station officials 
Sipido declared he intended to kill the 
Prince of Wnles, that he didn't regret 
his act, and that ho was ready to do it 
again if given a chance to do so. 

Hearing the shots, the station master 
rushed to the scene nnd knocked down 
the would-be assassin's arm as he pro- 
pared to lire a third shot, and a number 
of persons threw themselves on the 
Prince's assailant. In the confusion a 
second man who was quite innocent was 
seized, roughly handled and beaten. Af- 
ter the Prince of Wales ascertained that 
the man who fired the shots had been 
arrested he declared himself rtnd the 
Princess uninjured and the train started. 

Intense excitement prevailed for the 
moment, as it was feared the Prince 
had been hit, the shots having been fired 
almost point blank. The railway car- 
riage door was hastily thrown open, and 
great relief was felt when the Prince 
Himself appeared at the window unhurt. 
Both the Prince and the Princess, how- 
ever, had a very narrow escape. 

The policeman on duty took Sipido in 
charge. The latter appeared proud of 
his exploit, and seemed quite calm. 
Sipido told tin- authorities that he lived 
in the Itue de la Forge, nt Sainte Gilles. 
two miles south of Brussels. 

The attack is condemned even nt the 
labor headquarters here and at the 
Maison du Peuple, where the extreme 
anarchists meet, a leading member of 
the young socialists' guard was loud in 
his denunciation this evening of Sipido's 
action. Le Patriote, in a special edition 
denounces the attempt as "cowardly ami 
senseless," and says it will create general 
indignation, and the worst enemy of Bel- 
gium could not have dealt the country 
a fouler blow. 

An eye witness says the train was al- 
ready in motion and when the engineer 
heard the pistol shots, he shut off steam, 
applied the brakes and stopped the 
train. As the train re-started, after 
Sipido's arrest, the public loudly cheered 
the Prince who acknowledged the demon- 
stration from the car window. 

An examination of Sipido's revolver 
showed that four chambers had been dis- 
charged but that two of the cartridges 
had missed lire. The weapon is of the 
cheapest six-chamber description, such 
as is usually sold here for three and a 
half francs. 

At the examination before the magis- 
trate it was ascertained that Sipido had 
purchased a penny ticket in order to 
reach the departure platform, where he 
walked up and down a while nt the same 
time that the Prince was promenading. 

Persons who attended the Maison du 
Peuple yesterday, say they heard Sipido 
declare that if the Prince of Wales came 
to Brussels he ought to have a bullet in 
his head; and they also heard him offer 
to bet five frnncs that he would lire at 
the Prince. According to Le Pntroye, 
some news of the views expressed nt the 
meeting referrd to was conveyed to the 
station master, who had taken what 
he thought were extra precautions. Si- 
pido appeared at the station in his best 
clothes, having explained to his father 
that he was going to seek employment. 

The Prince of Wales appeared quite 
unaffected by the incident. He suggest- 
ed that the culprit might not he treated 
too severely. 

Sipido said he wanted to kill the Prince 
or Wales "because he caused thousands 
of men to be slaughtered in South 
Africa." 

London, April A despatch announc- 
ing the attempt on the life of the Prince 
of Wales was posted at the Mansion 
House this evening and attracted im- 
mense crowds, who expressed their feel- 
ings in alternately anathematizing the 
assailant and cheering the Prince. The 
Marquis of Salisbury on receipt of the 
news immediately telegraphed to the 
Prince of Wales congratulations on his 
escape, while the U. S. charge d'affairs, 
Mr. Henry White, who -was calling on 
the British Premier and minister of 
foreign affairs at the time, promptly 
paired to Marlborough House and ..... 
his card there. At Marlborough House, 
General Sir Dighton M. Probyn. comp- 
troller of the household of the Prince of 
Wales, said to a representative of the 
Associated Press that nothing had been 
received there beyond the mere statement 
of fact that an attempt had been made 
on the life of the Prince of Wales. 

All the officials wore greatly disturbed 
by the occuironco and the general view- 
was ihnt it must be connected in some 
war with the Transvaal, especially as 
the' Prince of Wales has always hereto- 
fore been such n favorite on the Contin- 
ent and never before has been molested 
In the slightest degree. 

A high official remarked: ''That set- 
tles the question of the Prince of Wales' 
visit to the Paris exposition." 

Some tears are expressed as to the 
effect which the occurrence may have in 
Dublin. It was pointed out thnt euch 



attempts are contagious. On .the other 
hand, those who are best acquainted with 
Ireland, contend that the only effect 
would be to increase the determination' 
of the Irish that no untoward incident 
should mar the success of the Queen's 
visit. 

The news of the attempt on tl le life 
of the Prince of Wales was immediately 
telegraphed to Queen Victoria. 

NOTES PROM THE CAPITAL. 

Kettle Riyer Railway Bill in the Bal- 
ance—No Report en the 
Stumbles Mission. 

Ottawa, April 4.— The fate of the Ket- 
tle River bill will be decide' to-morrow. 
A vigorous lobby is in progress to-night. 

Sir Louis Davies told Col. Prior to 
day that it is not the intention to pub- 
lish a report of Officer Stumbles, w'ho 
visited British Columbia last year. lie 
also said it is not intended to place addi- 
tional tide gauges in that province. The 
records of the two existing gauges have 
not been rend for years. 

Mr. Maxwell has left for home owing 
to the illness of his mother.

London. March 28.— The trouble be- 
tween Mr. Cecil Rhodes and Col. Keko- 
Wich is now being fully told. It ap- 
pears that the relations between the 
"empire-maker," and the Colonel com- 
manding nt Kimberley reached siieh a 
pass that Mr. Rhodes ordered the officer 
out of the house. The dispute i s told 
in detail by the Kimberley correspon- 
dent of the Daily Telegraph. 

When Mr. Rhodes saw the danger to 
which the town and its inhabitants were 
exposed he came to the conclusion that 
the time had arrived for the facts of the 
case to be placed on record. He accord- 
ingly called the Mayor and a few lending 
citizens and in consultation with them 
drew up a representation which w as 
duly forwarded to Col. Kekewich, ac- 
companied by the request that he trans- 
mit it by telegraph to the high military 
authorities. The document said: '-On 
behalf of the inhabitants of this town wo 
respectfully desire to be informed 
whether there is any intention on yoU r 
part, to make an immediate effort for 
our relief," and went on to dilate upon 
the hardships the forty-five thousand peo- 
ple of the city were undergoing. 

"Scurvy is rampant among the natives, 
children owing to lack of proper fq d, 
dying in great numbers, and dysentery 
and typhoid are very prevalent." it said: 
"bread and horse flesh for a long time 
past have been the chief foods of the 
whites." 

Later the officer commanding sent Mr. 
Rhodes a letter, informing him that the 
substance of his communication had been 
forwarded to Lord Roberts per belogrnph 
to Knslin. Lord Roberts' reply was: 
"I beg you to represent to the Mayor and 
Mr. Rhodes as strongly as you possibly 
can the disastrous and humiliating ef- 
fect of surrender after so prolonged and 
victorious a defence. Many days cannot 
possibly puss before Kimberley will be 
relieved, as we commence active opera- 
tions to-morrow; future military opera- 
lions depend in a large measure on your 
maintaining your position a very .short 
time longer." 

"Mr. Rhodes was much annoyed at 
the suggestion that the thought of sur- 
render had ever occurred, either to him- 
self or to those associated with hira in the 
representations which had been made, 
and when Roberts and Kitchener arrived 
ill Kimberley. he took an early oppor- 
tunity of disabusing their minds f so 
mischievous an impression. 

It is to be regretted thnt the relations 
between Mr. Rhodes and Col. Kekewich 
should have been almost from the begin- 
ning of the seige, for ronsons which j t is 
impossible to discuss, almost uniformly 
unsatisfactory. Col. Kekewich treated 
Mr. Rhodes 11.SJI Hnipln civilian. On his 
part, Mr. Rhodes was intolerant of mili- 
tary routine, a little too inclined to ex- 
pressing his opinions bluntly and bruskly. 
Still the fact remains that harmonious 
relations with the head of the De Beers 
company were Absolutely essential to thf 
smooth cooperation of the military staff 
with the civil population. They wer< 
barely on speaking terms till the seige 
was raised, and their accidental meeting 
shortly after Genera) French's arrival 
gave rise to a most stormy scene. 

Col. Kekewich, it appears, told Mr, 
Rhodes that ho had come to see the 
General about arresting the editor of 
the Diamond Fields Advertiser. Mr. 
Rhodes replied warmly: "Then you 
had better arrest me. for I agree with 
every word he has written, and we ought 
to go to prison together. This led to 
a lively passage, which ended with Mr. 
Rhodes ordering Co'.. Kekewich 
leave the house. 

Subsequently Mr. Rhodes explained 
the reason of the article to Gen. French, 
who was quite satisfied, nnd declined 
point blank to act upon Col. Kekewich's 
suggestion. Since this incident Loi'l 
Methuen has arrived at Kimberley nml 
taken over the post of administrator, 
while Col. Kekewich now commands the 
local troops."

It has fallen to one of the most adven- 
turesome and resourceful olliceiv of Her 
Majesty's army to tirst enter Ladysuiith 
after the four months' isolation from the 
world, bearing the welcome intelligence 
of the approach of General Sir Bedvers 
Boiler's relieving army. Colonel Lord 
Dundonald is a map of many parts, ti 
soldier of brilliant repute, a dashing lead- 
er of cavalry, a man with an inherited 
love of adventure, and an inventor of 
weapons of war, as well m, <j!.' articles o? 
domestic use. He has gained bin spirit 
of adventure nnd his instructive ability 
ns a leader ot men from a long line of 
ancestors who held baronial sway in 
North Britain in the thirteenth century, 
when Alexander III. was King. One of 
his forefathers was a colonel in Charles 
I.'s many; another was concerned in the 
Rye House plot,, and lost his lands, 
which were restored to him after the 
Revolution; yet another was aide-de- 
camp to Lord Cornwallis in the tirst 
American war; while the great-grand- 
father of the present peer, who flourished 
iu the last half of the century, devoted 
himself to science, and was an inventor 
of wide reputation, who greatly benefited 
manufacture and commerce, but reduced 
himself almost to penury by his whole- 
hearted devotion to his scientific pur- 
suits. Several members of the family 
have served their Sovereigns with dis- 
tinction in the army and navy, but none 
added more lustre to its brilliant record 
of adventure and "grip" than the son of 
the scientist, Thomas Cochrane, the vic- 
torious admiral who at Basque Roads 
helped to crush Napoleon's maritime am- 
bitions. He was the grandfather of the 
officer who has relieved Ladysuiith. Ad- 
miral Cochrane's exploits in the little 
sloop Speedy form one of the most en- 
trancing romances of the navy, and his 
parliamentary experiences were hardly 
less exciting. With all the brilliance of 
his early years ho fought for the Chili- 
ans and Peruvians against the Spaniards 
in 1816, and afterwards became Lord 
High Admiral of the Greek fleet. He re- 
turned to England nine years before the 
Queen's accession, and devoted his re- 
maining years to perfecting several in- 
ventions aimed to improve the King's 
ships us fighting machines. 

Such were a few of t hP brilliant fore- 
runners o£ Geionel Lord Dundonald, 
who will celebrate his forty-eighth birth- 
day on October 2!) next. Educated at 
Eton, he entered the 2nd Life Guards 
in 1S70, and eight years later married 
the only surviving daughter or Mr. Rob- 
ert Bamford Hrsketh, a former officer of 
his regiment. Ho threw himself into his 
regimental duties with all the devotion 
of a bora soldier, and when the fresh- 
ness of the lite began to wear off he cast 
round for some sphere in which he could j 
utilize his unbounded activity of mind 
ami body. Thus it came about that he 
drew his sword first in the "real thing" 
in one of the many South American 
wars. As a captain he served in the 
Nile Expedition of 1884-85, in com- 
mand of the 2nd Life Guards detach- 
ment of the" Camel Corps, carried the 
despatches to Korti announcing tho 
seizure of Gakdu! Wells, and commanded 
the transport and baggage of the Desert 
Column under Sir Herbert Stewart in

The transport of troop* across Portu 
gttose territory from Beirn is not quite 
as important now as it was ;i short 
time ago. It is rather surprising that 
advantage was not taken of this route 
i|ome time ago so as to send a relief 
force to Mnfeking. The distnncc from 
Boira to Salisbury, which is on the lino 
of railway to the Cape, is approximately 
300 miles. There is no railway from 
Boira inland, but there is a telegraph 
lino. 

Very little news has come through (lur- 
ing the last two days, and everyone is a 
great deal at sen ns to what is going on 
The withdraw of Gen. Coiville and Col 
French from the country east of Bloom 
fontoin cannot lie understood a< 
abandonment of any determined plan 
The movement was probably only 
temporary one and simply Intended to 
keep that part of the country clour of 
the . enemy, while the general advance 
was being arranged. 

No word has come from the' western 
border for several days, and we have 
not been told what has become of Col 
Drnmmond's 3,000 men, with the pon 
toon train, who started apparently for 
Mnfeking about ten days ago, nor 
Hint ether force which set out for 
OriquatowH some two weeks ago, the 
movements of which the despatches said 
would bo worth watching. 

The several columns that were niov 
ing northward through the Free Stale 
to join Gen. Roberts have not been re 
ported for several days. 

Perhaps the most significant piece? of 
nous is that Lady Roberts is going to 
Bloenifontein. This indicates that the 
way is perfectly clear and that her bus 
band is in no wise disturbed byKruger's 
threats, and also that he has too im 
porta nt work in hand to permit him to 
leave the front.

It is tin 
highest recognition which the Empress 
Queen can give id' the loyal devotion of 
the Irish soldiers to the Hag and Em- 
When story after story came from 
South Africa of how the Irish regiments 
were nobly sustaining their traditions 
for dauntless valor and splendid loyalty, 
it came into the mind of the Queen that 
she would go to Ireland and there give 
the thanks of herself and people for tin? 
heroism of those to whom she had 
graciously given permission to wear the 
Shamrock. It was a woman's thought; 
for in all things the womanly side of 
Her Majesty's character stands out pre- 
eminent. There is something extremely 
touching about it. We read in the 
stories of chivalry how, when the fight- 
ing men came home from many a bloody 
field, the chieftain's wife and her 
maidens came out to meet them in token 
of their thankfulness. Many an artist 
has chosen such a scene for his skill, 
and depicted womanly youth and beauty 
greeting the battle-stained veterans from 
the ca§tle gate. Bui the Queen does 
not wait for tin? heroes to come to her.

Cronje, on the 
other hand, will vex himself with no such 
harassing thoughts. lie will doubtless 
accept his short imprisonment with equa- 
nimity and return home when peace has 
been made, with a sound digestion and 
a clearer understanding of the relative 
proportions of all Bocrdom and the Brit- 
ish Empire. 

THE FINANCE MINISTER. 

The appointment of Mr. Ryder to the 
post of finance minister of this province 
cannot be justified by any conceivable 
reason. In all seriousness it raises a 
vers grave question in everyone's mind. 
Taken in connection with his astonish- 
ing blunder about the British Columbia 
Southern grant, bis absurd attack upon 
certain newspaper men who have op- 
posed him, and his very extraordinary 
conduct ever since be lias been in public 
life in this province, it presents a prob- 
lem that is perfectly inexplicable, if WO 
credit Mr. .Martin with ordinary intelli- 
gence.

This is 
described as something quite monstrous. 
It affords one more reason why the Brit- 
ish Empire should be wiped off the face 
of the earth. Why should this good and 
great person be sent to St. Helena? ask 
the hysterical folk in a variety of lan- 
guage and with much passion. "The 
United States did not keep any Spanish 
generals long in captivity" they say; and 
so on for column after column.

MISREPRESENTATION COR-

We must ask the Vancouver Province 
to correct its statement in regard to the 
effect of the suit against the Now Van 
couver Coal Company. Our contempor- 
ary says that if the Coal Company's 
title is set aside the property will go to 
the Railway Company.

A SKETCH OF BULLER. 

Relief of Uadysinith an Achievement 
Adding Much to His Mili- 
tary Credit. 

Though nothing can displace Lord 
Roberts from his position as the hero of 
the campaign in South Africa, so far as 
it has proceeded, undoubtedly Sir Red- 
vers Bullcr is the hero of the hour. His 
dogged determination in the face of 
difficulties which seemed well nigh in- 
surmountable, thoroughly merit the 
tribute paid to him yesterday from one 
end of the Empire to the other. It is 
only now being recognized how terrible 
was the task set him— a task which 
Continental military experts declared to 
be impossible— and to-day he has his re- 
ward. It is, therefore, a pleasure and 
a duty to recall once more, though most, 
of the' details must be fresh in the minds 
of our readers, his previous services to 
Queen and country. He comes, as. all 
the world knows, of a famous \\ est 
country stock, and, as so many of our 
couutv gentlemen are wont to do, he de- 
termined to make the army his profes- 
sion, lit. wtis gazetted to tin? (10th 
Rules when he was 10, and within two 
years s.melt powder at the storming of 
the Taku forts in China, and returned 
home with a medal and two clasps. 
Then for ten years he endured the use- 
ful but somewhat monotonous routine 
im posed upon a regimental officer in 
times of pence. As captain of the 00th 
he had the good fortune to serve under 
the present Comniander-in-Chief in the 
Red River expedition; so ably did ho 
conduct himself that Sir Garnet Wolse- 
leV appointed him on his staff in the 
Ashnnteo war, which followed soon 
after. He occupied a similar position 
through the Kaffir and Zulu wars of 
1S78-79, and it was here that he won 
the Victoria Cross. Here is the record, 
as given in the cold and formal language 
of the Gazette: 

" He assisted, while holly pursued by 
the Zulus, in rescuing Capt. C. D'Arcy, 
of the Frontiei Light- Horse, who wns 
retiring on font, Col. Buller carrying 
him on his horse until he overtook the 
rear guard. On the same day and in 
tin; same circumstances he conveyed to 
a place of safety Lieut. C. Everitt, of 
the Frontier Light. Boise, whose horse 
had been killed under him. Later on, 
in the same manner. Col. Buller saved a 
trooper of the Frontier Light Horse, 
who was completely exhausted and who 
otherwise would have been killed by 
the Zulus, who were within SO yards of 
liim." 

It was as chief of Wolseley's intelli- 
gence department that he took Gin- 
ham's Brigade across the desert in the 
famous night march from Kassassin to 
Tel-el-Kobir, which ended in the over- 
throw of Arabi. Later on he served 
with great distinction at El-Teb, and he 
saved the situation at the desperate little 
buttle of Tiunai. As Mr. Charles 
Lowe says in his most interesting book. 
"Our Greatest Living Soldiers," 
" Buller* s square, composed of the 'Gay 
Gordons,' the Royal Irish, and the (iOth 
Rilles, amongst: the ranks of whom he 
had first won bis spurs, had been as- 
sailed in the same furious manner as 
that of Davis, but had blown away all 
opposition to its advance, about 500 
yards on the right rear of its fellow- 
brigade, to whose support it. now moved 
up, steady and machine-like, as if on 
parade. Encouraged by the splendid 
steadfastness of Bullet's embattled men, 
Davis' disrupted square was quick to 
rally, and then the two brigades began 
to rain such an infernal tire of bullets 
on their savage foe that the latter were 
forced to break, and the day wns won." 

In the first and— as it unhappily 
proved— abortive Soudan campaign, Bul- 
ler was again most conspicuous. When 
the gallant Stewart fell at Abu Klea, 
Buller, still chief of the staff, was sent 
to conduct the most difficult and dan- 
gerous retreat from Motonimeh to Korti. 

From that time to this Sir Redvers 
Buller had no field service. Ho suc- 
ceeded Lord Wolseley as adjutant-gen- 
eral, and subsequently; on the expira- 
tion or the Duke, of (Jqnnnught's term 
of service, he took over the command 
at Aldorshot. Of his recent exploits 
we need not speak, for they are too 
fresh in all our memories. This great 
tribute must, however, be paid to his 
influence over those who served with or 
under him, that never for one moment 
of his darkest fortunes in South Africa 
did his troops shake in their confidence 
in " Old Buller," as they affectionately 
call him.

BIG HYDRAULIC PLANT. 

Will Start Work in the Oinineca as 
Soon as the Season Opens. 

Col. Wright, of the Forty-Third Min- 
ing Co., of Ottawa, who have installed 
a complete hydraulic plant on Manson 
creek, Omineca, is in the city on his way 
lo the mines. He. arrived last evening 
from the East, accompanied by Mr. G. 
S. Davidson, the company's accountant. 
The company started work in Omineca 
in 1800 and have been at work ever 
since building flumes and installing their 
hydraulic, sawmill and electric light 
plants. This work was completed last 
fall, and as soon as the season opens 
the work of separating the gold from 
I be sand will be commenced. There are 
included in the property 1,000 acres of 
bench claims, five miles of creek, and 
the first right to take 5.000 inches of 
water from Manson creek. An expert 
hydraulic miner from California is al- 
ready on his way in to take charge of 
the plant. The company cached enough 
provisions last fall to last them through 
the winter. 

This will 1)0 the first hydraulic plant 
to be operated in Omineca, and the re- 
sult will be watched with interest by 
the shareholders in other companies 
tHat are interested in Omineca proper- 
ties. , 



Probability That Premier Will 
Resign if Turned Down 
by the Liberals. 



The Victoria Trades and Labor 
Council Decide to Bring 
Out a Candidate.

Mr. Joseph Martin, premier of British 
Columbia by the will of Lieutenant- 
Governor Mclnnes, but against the 
wishes of the electors, has given British 
Columbians a number of surprises since 
he undertook the task of forming a 
cabinet. At first— his ability us a poli 
tician having been greatly overrated— 
there were seme who thought lie would 
succeed in forming a reasonably strong 
government and perhaps make a close 
run. His first selections for the cabi- 
net made a few of these believers in the 
Premier change their views. Still more 
fell away when the Hon. George Wash- 
ington Bccbe was selected as provincial 
secretary, while the Hon. Colin S. 
Ryder, as finance minister, was the last 
straw. Now the men who would vote 
a Martin candidate in any constitu- 
ency can be counted without any great 
difficulty. The more the appointments 
are discussed the greater is the wonder 
as to what is really in Mr. Martin's 
mind. He cannot possibly hope to win, 
and in consequence those who know him 
best have concluded that bis object in 
selecting the men he has is simply to 
get even with Lieutenant-Governor Mc- 
lnnes for not calling on him to form a 
government at the time Mr. Senilin was 
asked to undertake the task and when 
Mr. Martin would have had fair chance 
Of success. lie no doubt feels sore that 
the Lieutenant-Governor passed htm 
...^r until he had made himself an im- 
possibility as a piditieal leader in British 
Columbia by his actions and quarrels 
with friends. 

There is yet another position in the 
cabinet to be filled, and it will be even 
harder to get a man for it than it was 
for the others. This remaining place is 
the presidency of the council, a cabi- 
net position without portfolio, and con- 
sequently without salary. It is hardly 
to lie expected that a man will be found 
to join the Martin government for 
glory. 

The story of how Mr. Ryder came to 
be a full-Hedged cabinet minister is in- 
teresting. It appears that he sold out 
his little store in Union last week and 
came down as far as Nanaimo in search 
of something to do. Mr. Martin hap- 
pened to go over to Nanaimo on Satur- 
day, and in the course of his lonely 
walks espied Mr. Ryder. Immediately 
it struck him, " Here is a man who 
would be glad of a few weeks' employ- 
ment." That is just what Mr. Ryder 
wanted, and as $333.33 Tit a month for 
two months and a half was probably 
more than he had ever dreamed of earn- 
ing in so short a time, lie readily ac- 
cepted. Mr. Martin brought him "to 
Victoria and hail him accepted by the 
Lieutenant-Governor nnd sworn in. The 
Governor now will not be able to say 
that the Premier has failed in forming 
a government; an appeal will be made 
to the people, Martin will be defeated, 
and the Governor will have to suffer 
Mie consequences, according to the an- 
nouncement of the federal authorities, 
and Mr. Martin's revenge will be com- 
plete. 

To-day the provincial Liberal conven- 
tion, which it is expected will formally 
declare against Premier Martin, will 
meet in Vancouver. The Island 
delegates go over on the Islander this 
morning. True, there arc sonic Martin 
men among the delegates, but of all the 
Liberal associations on Vancouver 
Island, the one at Alberni alone in- 
structed their representatives to vote for 
Martin and party lines. This action of 
the Alberni association was taken at a 
meeting on Tuesday evening, Mr. A. W. 
Neill. M. P. 1'.. presiding. The Liberals 
of North Nanaimo, Courtenay and Nel- 
son have declared against Martin and 
party lines, while the Rossland associa- 
tion endorses the Martin platform but 
leaves the delegates free to vote for any 
leader. 



WILL MARTIN RESIGN ? 

Prediction That Premier Will Step Out 
If Convention Is Against Him. 

.V prominent Liberal, one of the offi- 
cers of the local association, last even- 
ing advanced another solution of the 
mystery surrounding Premier Martin's 
action in taking Messrs. Beebe and 
Ryder into his cabinet. lie expressed 
the opinion that they had been taken in 
so that Mr. Martin could go to the 
Liberal convention to-day and say that 
he had been successful in forming a 
government of Liberals, and that with 
the Liberals behind him he could secure 
political control of the province for the 
party. The deception is hardly likely 
to improve his cause, a majority of the 
delegates being opposed to his lender- 
ship. 

Then comes the question of what Mr. 
Martin will do when " turned down " 
by the Liberals. The same gentleman 
was of opinion that he would imme- 
diately send his resignation to the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, adding that there was 
no other alternative.

WATERWORKS CONTRACT. 

Trial of Walkley. King >\- Casey vs. 
the Corporation Commenced. 

The trial of the case of Walkley, King 
& Casey vs. the Corporation of Vic- 
toria wiis before Mr. Justice Martin, 
without a jury, in the .Supreme Court 
yesterday, and is being continued to-day. 
Plaintiffs are suing the Corporation on 
the contract for the construction of the 
waterworks at Elk Lake. It will be 
remembered that various disputes 
arose during the course of -the work on 
the contract, which was carried on un- 
der different engineers at different times. 
Eventually, under the provisions of a 
clause in that behalf, the city assumed to 
take over and finish the work, in doing 
which they claim to have expended the 
sum of $21,000. This amount was de- 
ducted from the final payment to the 
plaintiffs. The latter, according to the 
evidence, had considerable difficulty in 
getting this settlement, and were unable 
to get a final certificate from the last 
engineer until subsequently to the in- 
stitution of the legal proceedings now 
in progress. This certificate has been 
given, but plaintiffs sue for its cancel- 
lation and plead that the amount of 
.$21,000 alleged to have been paid out by 
the city to complete the work was paid 
out on work which was not necessary.

Council Made a Long List of 
Appropriations Last 
Evening. 



New Drains, Permanent and 
Wooden Sidewalks and 
Macadamizing. 



His Worship Mayor Hayward ami the 
board of aldermen In special session In the 
committee room at the city hall last even- 
ing, wrestled with the question of street 
Improvements In a very businesslike 
fashion, with the result that a long list of 
recommendations from City Engineer Topp, 
.who had been asked to made a special re- 
port, were adopted. 

Ilefore taking up the engineer's report 
the council dealt with the matter of the 
private drain on Crescent avenue. This 
drain had been laid by two of the proper- 
ty owners on the street and afterwards 
taken over by the city, but Mr. Gore, one 
of the residents on the thoroughfare, has 
made connection with the same and has 
not paid his portion of the cost. How to 
collect from .Mr. Gore was the question de- 
bated. After considerable discussion It was 
decided to leave the matter In the bauds 
of the sanitary officer and the city en- 
gineer. 

The city engineer's recommendations for 
street improvements were then considered. 
•The first Item recommended the appropria- 
tion of $225 for a vitrified pipe drain on 
.Yates street, between Douglas and Ulan- 
chard streets. This carried. 

Next on the list was an item asking for 
52,11k) for the purpose of macadamizing 
Douglas street between Hillside avenue and 
.Chatham street. 

Aid. Cameron opposed granting the ap- 
propriation. The sum asked for was too 
large, funds were low and other portions 
of tue city required attention. 

Aid. Ueckwlth made a strong plea that 
.the sum should be granted. 

Aid. Stewart was not opposed to votiug 
the money, hut believed that Government 
Street should have the preference. They 
Should take up the work of macadamizing 
.where the work had been left off at Fls- 
jrard street and work northerly. 

Aid. Kinsman was of the opinion that 
Douglas street needed Immediate attention 
and was in favor of making the appropria- 
tion. 

After some further discussion the Item 
passed. 

The following appropriations were then 
voted with but brief discussion on each 
Item: 

For the laying of drains— 

Ou Fifth street, from Hillside avenue, 
northerly, 340 feet of vitrified plj>e, ?3S0. 

On Government street, from James Bay 
bridge, northerly. ?290. 

On Dallas road, box drains, ?100. 

North Pandora, box drains, $75. 

On motion of xVld. Brydon the city en- 
gineer was instructed to lay an extension 
of the Stanley avenue drain from the ter- 
minus to Cedar Hill road, the cost not to 
exceed $!>00. 

For tfoa work of macadamizing— 

On Cook street, between Yates and Fair- 
Held road, gravel, $1,000. 

On ISurnsido road, from Douglas street 
to the city limits (In places!, $200. 

Rock Bay, between Bay and Orchard, 

On Robert street, between Esquimau 
road and Beach, gravelling, $115. 

On Government street, from James Bay 
bridge to Courtenay, $250. 

On Chatham, from Government to D6ug- 
Jas. $350. 

For the laying of sidewalks— 

On Superior, from Birdcage Walk, east- 
ierly, renewing 100 feet, $31. 

On Hie same street, westerly, from Bird- 
cage Walk, renewing 500 feet, $117, 

On Harrison street, from Yntes, north- 
ierly, renewing 200 feet, $55. 

On Milne street, from Stanley avenue, 
easterly, new, 432 feet, $52. 

On Blanchard street, between Pembroke 
ami Princess, renewing, $30. 

On Blanchard, between Queen's and 
[Princess, renewing, $30. 

On Blanchard, southerly from Pembroke, 
renewing, $22. 

On Robert street, from Andrew, souther- 
ly, new, 300 feet, $30. 

On Walker street, northerly, from the 
Bsqulmalt road, new, 315 feet, $10. 

On Andrew street, from Garbally road, 
southerly, new. 300 feet, $43. 

The list In the engineer's report being 
exhausted, Aid. Bcckwith brought up the 
question of permanent sidewalks. A ma- 
jority of the work recommended by the old 
.-council was then approved of and also that 
asked for by Aid. Bcckwith on Yates 
street— the latter being as follows: North 
side of Yates street, from the Oriental hotel 
■to Wharf street: south side, between Lang- 
Jey and Commercial alley; both sides be- 
tween Government, and Broad. 

On motion of Aid. Kinsman a further sum 
•was added to the list appropriating $150 
for sidewalks on Alpha and Beta streets, 
where needed. 

Aid. Williams desired that the question 
of street paving be then taken up, but the

'creasing, mahufncturlug extending, uew en- 
terprises starting, labor bus>. 

As always happens hi a counti-y so fortun- 
ate as to have worklngmen intelligent 
enough to know what Is going on, those 
lien? know about this rising market and 
were striking everywhere for their share 
of it. They were demanding more wages, 
shorter hours, better conditions, or at least 
the restoration of advantages which had 
been taken from them during the preceding 
lean years. 

1 wanted to see a New Zealand strike and 
was taken to the New Zealand parliament 
house lu Christ Church. This is a beautiful 
Gothic building, a New Zealand miniature- 
of the British House of Commons. A table 
ran along the centre of the hall; on each 
side of It three or four men, the brighter 
toilets and the better grooming of those 
on one side showing them to beloug to a 
different class from those on the other, 
whose plain clothing and f.irrowed faces 
bespoke them to be working men. They 
were busy in controversy, and between 
them, at the head of the table, in the white 
wig of an English ehlef justice, was a 
judge of the supreme court of New Zea- 
land. On benches under the windows were 
newspaper reporters and a number of spec- 
tators, belonging evidently to the sauie 
classes of society as the men sitting Lealde 
each other at the table. I know a strike 
when I see lt„ for I have seen a good mnny, 
including the Pullman strike at Chicago. 

This looked like no meeting of strikers I 
had ever seen. It looked like a court 
room. But it was both. For live years 
there has not been a strike or a lockout 
in New Zealand that has not been held lu a 
court room. 

This was my introduction to the com- 
pulsory arbitration law of New Zealand. In- 
stead of being a scheme of visionaries, or 
Utopians, or theorists, It was forced upon 
New Zealanders by the hard pressure

of actual facts and by Intolerable evils, in 
the paralysis of Industry and the disturb- 
ance of peace, for which all other remedies 
have failed. The experiment was entered 
upon with the consent substantially of all 
parties In parliament, Including some of 
the most successful business meu in the 
colony. It Is an experiment, without par- 
allel elsewhere in the world, and it Is suc- 
cessful, has done lots of good and hurt 
I nobody. 

New Zealand had a terrible strike nine 
years ago, known as the maritime strike. It 
devastated the whole of Australasia. It was 
a war between classes, the only two classes 
practically which remain to be amalgamat- 
ed In modern society. It spread from the 
shipping world, where it began, Into a 
great circle of related industries. Mer- 
chants and their clerks drove drays and 
loaded and unloaded merchandise; ship- 
owners and their sons and friends took the 
place of sailors and stokers; the country 
went to the edge of civil war. The New 
Zealand minister of labor, William Bomber 
Beeves, set himself la the following year 
to find a remedy to prevent the recurrence 
of struggles not less terrible in the sum 
total of losses thnn war Itself. There had 
liCeli no compulsory arbitration anywhere 
to serve as a guide; there had been no pub- 
lic conciliation or arbitration lu Now Zea- 
land itself to supply any precedent, But 
New Zealand did not waste any time In 
beginning where others had begun. It took 
up the evolution where the others had 
dropped it and carried It forward^ It was 
characteristic of the country that the new 
opportunity found the new men lit for it. 

The maritime strike was over, but other 
coming labor troubles clouded on the hori- 
zon, and, most threatening of these, a pos- 
sible strike of the government employees 
on the railroad. This, as the minister of 
labor said to parliament, would be the 
greatest possible calamity that could befall. 

With the memory of the maritime strike 
before him and these other dangers threat- 
ening, the minister of labor set himself to 
study the most dlfflcult lnbor problems. 
He investigated all that had been done In 
other countries— in England, Trance, Ger- 
many, the Australian colonies and the 
United States. The speeches In which he 
reported the results of his studies to par- 
liament in introducing the bill which he 
framed stand to-day as the best study 
which has been made of arbitration and 
conciliation. He found that the experi- 
ence of other countries, confined as It had 
been to voluntary conciliation and arbitra- 
tion, was- a record of failure wherever It 
was most important that it should suc- 
ceed, and of success only when success

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was comparatively of little consequence. 
Seldom had any great strike been settled 
or prevented by voluntary conciliation and 
arbitration— only the little ones. 

He reviewed for parliament and the New 
Zealand public the three laws of Great 
EruiUYi, passed in 18H4, 1807 and 1872, all 
three dead letters on the statute book. The 
Consells des I'rud'hom.ues of France, which, 
have- had eighty years of practical working, 
are a valuable example of what may be 
done by state Intervention in industrial 
matters, but they have not put an end to 
strikes. 

Mr. Iteeves submitted his first bill to par- 
liament In 18'JU. It was offered again in 
1803 and In 1804. Three times It passed 
the lower house before the upper house 
would allow it to become law. So con- 
vincingly had the minister of labor mar- 
shalled the results of his studies of concil- 
iation and arbitration lu other countries, 
and defended his main point that eompul-- 
sion was Indispensable, that the bill ut last. 
In 189-i, passed without change in Its funda- 
mental principles, and with the concur- 
rence of the leader of the opposition and 
several of its most Important members— 
a most unusual circumstance in a country 
where party spirit runs as high as It does 
in New Zet land. 

The act has now been In operation live 
years, and with such general approval that 
recent amending acts have been passed al- 
most without dissent. The law was pro- 
posed as an experiment— it Is still regurded 
as an experiment by Its author, and even 
by the judges of the arbitration court and 
by the country— but so far It has proved a 
workable experiment. 

There has not been a strike of organized 
labor, with one insignificant exception, 
since Its passage. It has harmonized all 
the labor troubles brought under Its cog- 
nizance. The courts have been constantly 
strengthening themselves and the acts by 
their administration of it. Capital has not 
lied, but on the contrary, industries of 
all kinds have been nourishing as never be- 
fore. There have been a few attempts to 
evade or disregard the decisions of the 
courts; these the Judges have proved them- 
selves fully able to control and punish. Al- 
though the decisions have almost all been 
In favor of the men, because It is a time of 
prosperity and their demands have been 
made on a rising market, the employers 
have found no serious embarrassment in 
complying with them, and some of the 
employers are the strongest supporters of 
the measure. 

• The compulsory arbitration law is not 
complicated. Its main points are: 

It applies only to industries In which 
there are trade unions. 

It does not prevent private conciliation 
or arbitration. 

Conciliation Is exhausted by the state 
before It resorts to arbitration. 

If conciliation is unsuccessful the disput- 
ants must arbitrate. 

Disobedience to the award may be pun- 
ished or not at the discretion of the court. 

The compulsion of the law Is threefold: 
compulsory publicity, compulsory reference 
to a disinterested arbiter— provided the dis- 
putants will not arbitrate voluntarily! com- 
pulsory obedience to the award. 

It does not forbid nor prevent disputes, 
hut makes the antagonists light their bat- 
tles In com according to a legal code in- 
stead of the ordinary "rules of war." There 
Is no "making men work by law" and no 
"fixing wages by law." The law says only 
that if they work It must be without strikes 
or lockouts, and that if they cannot agree 
as to prices the decision shall be left to 
some impartial person and not fought out. 

The state takes no Initiative in setting 
arbitration In motion. The law acts only 
as one pnrty or the other calls for It. It 
simply provides the law and the tribunal 
by which either party, employer or em- 
ployed, may sue or be sued Instead of 
striking or being struck. 

No disputes can be considered except in 
trades where there are trade unions, and 
only where these trade unions have regis- 
tered under the law. This Is, first, to save 
the court from being overwhelmed by a 
Hood of petty matters, and, second, because 
the disputes that threaten th'e peace and 
prosperity of society come from organized, 
not unorganized, labor. 

There are two kinds of tribunals: Boards 
of conciliation and a court of arbitration, 
and in both the worklngmen and .the em- 
ployers are equally represented by men of 
their own choice. There Is a board of con- 
ciliation in every "Industrial district," and 
the country Is divided Into as many indus- 
trial districts by the governor-general as 
seems advisable. There Is but one court 
of arbitration for the whole country. 

The boards of conciliation have four to six 
members, and are chosen every three years 
In each district by elections held separate- 
ly by the associations of employers and the 
associations of employees. The boards on 
organization elect as chairman an outsider, 
"some Impartial person, and "willing to 
act." The chairman votes only In case of 
a tie. 

The court of arbitration consists of three 
persons, who hold for three years, appoint- 
ed by the governor-general, and or the 
three appointees one must be chosen by 
him from men nominated by the Working- 
men and one from among men nominated 
by the capitalists. The third Is a judge of 
the supreme court. This democratic repre- 
sentation of labor and capital insures to 
eh throughout the proceedings that their 
interests are protected by men of their own 
lass, famillai- with the conditions or their 
life and Industry. 

Neither hoard nor court Intervenes in any 
dispute of its own motion, hut, like other 
courts, only when one of the parties or 
both appear before them. The compulsion 
in the law Is not that the state of Itself 
compels the parties to arbitrate, but that 
If one desires to arbitrate Instead of light- 
ing, the state says the other must not fight 
but arbitrate. The moment either side 
with a grievance, or any apprehension of 
a strike or lockout, summons the other be- 
fore the board or court, it becomes a pun- 
ishable offence for the workmen to atop 
work or the employer to close down. Both 
must keep on until the hoard or court has 
mr' to a llnal decision, 
the court of arbitration is a court with 
ordinary and extraordinary powers. It can 
summon any party to a dispute which Is be- 
fore 'it to appear, and If he refuses, can 
proceed without him. It can enter and In- 
vestigate any premises and question any 
persons there -without warrant. It can 
permit any . party who might appear to 
have a common ' Interest In the matter to 
be joined In the' proceedings. It can re- 
ceive such evidence as it thinks fit, "wheth- 
er strictly 'legal' evldence or not." It has 
the power of other magistrates to take 
evidence at a distance. None of its awards 
chn 'be' set' aside for any formality; It Is 
required thai/ 'they be not framed In a tech- 
nical manner. They cannot be "challenged, 
nppeak'd against, reviewed, quashed, or 
calIed ! 'ln''qut!Stlon by any court of Judica- 
ture'' on- any 'account whatsoever." 

An' award of the court settles wages or. 
'cither conditions for two yenrs, If It does 
not specify' a shorter time. Any workman 
may stop' work or employer may shut down 
during arbitration or nfter an award If he 
can show the court a good reason, but If 
he' wants' to resume during the life of the 
h'ward he can do so only by obeying its 
terms. Violation of the award Is not ne- 
cessarily an offence. It is left to the court 
to decide whether it shall be punished ur 
not, but of course the court does make such 
disobedience a punishable offence, and 
trilling with Its decisions Is likely to prove 
expensive amusement! A penalty of Sli.oOO 
may bo Imposed for violation of an award. 
Ni more can be laid on any party, and no 
more can be exacted under any award from 
all'' the parties to It, but should ri . busi- 
ness men's association, trust or monopoly ( 
'or a great trades union . think to secure 



permanent Immunity for a continued' Vio- 
lation of <ju award of the ejurt.it could 
oe brought up before the court again and 
again and subjected to as many awards 
as necessary to make them good citizens. 
Such flues are enforceable lu other courts us 
judgments, and If the property of a trades 
union or association of employers Is not 
sufficient to pay the line Individual mem- 
bers are liable, but only to the amount of 
$50 each. 

It was more than a year before a case 
was tried under the net, but its Influence 
was felt Immediately. The act was passed 
In August, 1804, to go Into elfect In Janu- 
ary, 1805. 

The hoot trade of New Zealand had been 
In eontlnial ferment for many years, up to 
1801, the year of the maritime strike. The 
relations between manufacturers and work- 
lngmen had been those of constant antagon- 
ism and dissatisfaction. Suspicion, Ill- 
feeling and a strong sense of injustice had 
been engendered on both sides. Some so- 
lution of the difficulty came at Inst to he 
felt by all as a necessity. This feeling was 
intensified by the shock given to everyone 
by seeing the country go to the verge of 
civil war In the maritime strike. One of 
the main causes of the friction and of the 
Strikes which It caused bad been the de- 
mand of the union that only unionists 
should be employed, and their Insisting 
on "the custom of the trade" not to work 
with non-unionists: The Boot .Makers' 
Union took the lead in opening the path 
to peace In 1S01, They pressed the manu- 
facturers to Imitate them by joining to- 
gether in association in order that then by 
conference they might find a basis re- 
working with mutual concessions. 

The outcome of this invitation from the 
bootmakers' trade union to the manufac- 
turers of the colony was an acceptance, 
and a conference, which met lu Wellington, 
the chief city of the colony. This confer- 
ence resulted In agreement. The employ- 
ers and the men established local and cen- 
tral boards of arbitration and conciliation 
on which members of both shies should be 
equally represented. They thus Initiated 
the same procedure which the arbitration 
law afterward adopted. 

But at this time manufacturers In Auck- 
land, a very small minority of the whole 
trade, rebelled and would not abide by the 
results of the conference. What was known 
as the Auckland strike, an ugly, obstinate 
and expensive struggle-, resulted and last- 
ed about six months. The strike was won 
by a few rebellious manufacturers and they 
tilled their shops with non-union boy labor. 
But their victory was dearly bought, for 
small factories started everywhere and 
competition became so keen that prices 
for their product dropped, and many of the 
manufacturers closed up their shops. The 
class of work turned out by the boy labor 
was inferior, because the boys did not 
learn the trade properly, and when their 
apprenticeship was finished worked for 
much less than able men Journey men, who 
suffered from uncertain employment and 
fluctuating wages. 

These evils led to another conference af- 
ter the strike, and an agreement was reach- 
ed In 1892, which kept pence until 1805, 
having successfully arbitrated several dis- 
putes. Then followed a disagreement, ow- 
ing to the manufacturers having promulgat- 
ed a new and harsh schedule of wages, 
rules and conditions, changing the men's 
position seriously for the worse. The men 
refused to accept the new terms. 

Another disastrous strike would ordinar- 
ily have followed the action of the manu- 
facturers when the agreement of 1S02 ex- 
pired in 1805. But in the meantime the 
compulsory arbitration law had come Into 
effect, and the men, with the encourage- 
ment of many of the manufacturers, sick 
and weary with finding themselves back 
where they had been, after seven years of 
hard work to make strikes Impossible, re- 
solved to see If the new machinery of the 
state could not he used to put an end to 
this chronic war, and give them— what they 
had failed to get by private effort— laBtlag 
peace. 

Under the act the men could hove called 
the. manufacturers before the court whether 
they wanted to come or not. But, per- 
haps because they thought a conciliatory 
tone was more becoming In appealing to a 
board of conciliation, they wrote their em- 
ployers asking them If they would meet 
them before the board. The manufacturers 
assented. 

The case went to the court of arbitration 
thlfll.'y, the decisions of the court of con- 
ciliation being rejected by the working- 
men. The court's award Instructed the 
manufacturers to give union men employ- 
ment In preference to non-union men. and 
this has since been followed generally by 
courts under the arbitration law, and has 
resulted in the fostering of trades unions. 

The employer was expressly conceded 
"the fullest control over the management 
of his factory," with full liberty "to In- 
troduce machinery without notice," with 
no restrictions upon output or method of 
working. The hours were limited to not 
more than nine In one day, nor more than 
forty-eight In a week. Extra pay for over- 
time was given. The number of appren- 
tices to he employed In each department 
was definitely fixed. Ten dollars a week 
was established as the lowest rate to be 
paid. "The minimum wage" this is call- 
ed. 

To prevent sweating, It was rejulrod that 
the work should be done lu the workshops. 
This settlement was achieved with average 
Justice to all concerned, because, for one 
reason, the parties to the dispute had hud 
to make public all the conditions of their 
Industry, and to have them attested by 
witnesses and experts, handled in the 
ways usual In the courts. 

At the end of a year another dispute 
arose. The bootmakers demanded that 
"employers shall employ members of the 
New Zealand Federated Bootmakers' 
Union In preference to non-members, pro- 
vided there are members of the unlpn who 
are equally qualified witli non-members to 
perforin the particular work required to be 
done, anil are ready and willing to under- 
take It." 

The employers demanded that "employ- 
ers shall not discriminate between members 
of the New Zealand Boot Trade Union and 
non-members." 

The court made Its decision In the exact 
language of the employees. This time It 
made Its award binding for two years, the 
fill limit allowed, until September, 1000. 

For six years, then, from September, 1804, 
until September, 1000, the manufacturers 
and the men 'n the hoot trade will have 
been enabled, notwithstanding many seri- 
ous differences, many of them still existing, 
to go on working. For six yea.'a they will 
have had no strikes, no lockouts; there 
will have been no unexpected demands 
by the men, no sudden cuts by the masters. 
These six years have been years of con- 
stunt dispute, lint there has not been one 
day of Idleness, not one day of passion, 
not one blow struck. Both sides are still 
contending, but they continue to work and 
are prosperous. 

When the two years' period expires, In 
1000, the same peaceful means of settle- 
ment will be at the disposal of both sides, 
and both will no doubt, as they have al- 
ready done, decline conciliation and choose 
compulsory arbitration, because It Is com- 
pulsory and guarantees finality and cer- 
tainty and equal conditions for all.

According to advices by the C. 1 . B. 
steamer Kmpress of Japan just ar-

EIGHT HOUR LAW. 

Miners in British Columbia Get Better 
. Wages Than Are Paid in Western 
States. 

Paul .Johnson, manager and consulting en- 
gineer of the British Columbia Copper Co., 
at Greenwood, who is In charge of the con- 
struction of the large smelter being erected 
by that company, In an interview In the 
Vancouver World said: 

In Greenwood I am planning a largo 
smelter, which will (In custom work also 
for the Boundary Creek country. This will 
lie started with a capacity of :i00 tons per 
day, but can be extended, ,lf the ore holds 
out, n:t we think it will, to smelt 2,000 tons 
per day. In and around Greenwood the 
country has conic up to the expectations 
I had of It .wlieu I enme in first to size 
up the situation. There are very large ore 
bodies and the ores are mostly self-flux- 
ing. This will necessitate the ores belnt; 
smelted on the ground at local smelters at 
Greenwood and Grand Forks, and with the 
very cheap and good coke and coal from 
the Oxow'b Nest Pass coal mines, we will 
be able to do smeltlnu up there as cheaply 
as In any place In the world, and the min- 
ing of the ore on a large scale will make 
a sure future for that country, because 
we know the ore bodies are there and they 
arc Immense, though of low grade. We 
are erecting the smelters now and have got 
railway facilities, but we hope to get still 
better railway .connections with Vancouver 
and other Coast clt . by the construction 
of the direct .route thu Const. 

"I think the Boundary country will, In 
a few years from now, be one of the largest 
copper camps on this continent. There is 
not the slightest doubt about the future of 
the district, If the legislators of this prov- 
ince are not foolish enough to kill enter- 
prises, as they are Just growing up, by non- 
sensical laws with regard to clglit 
hours' work and at the very high rate of 
pay of 13.80 for eight hours. There are very 
large and extensive ore bodies In there, 
but at present they pay the highest waged 
for miners that are paid in any part of 
the world, ami this will have to be changed. 
It Is an exceedingly nice climate In the 
Boundary district and supplies of every 
kind are getting cheaper now, as they can 
be brought by rail, so that the miners' ex- 
Istence there Is in every way pleasant, and 
prices will consequently have to come 
down, ns until the eight-hour Is changed 
to n common-sense law of 10 hours, such 
as they have In all other parts of the 
world, capitalists will be afraid to Invest 
money, knowing that: while the laws are 
rather uncertain there are liable to be 
troubles on account of labor agitations and 
other wucli tuiuga, as there havo been In

'2A7G men, while the admiral of the Rus- 
sian Pacific fleet, with his flagship and 
three other vessels is moving towards 
the Korean seaport.

Sir: There are all kinds of people in 
the world.

Why cannot he stick 
to his mother tongue V It is much more 
elegant and possesses the additional 
merit that nil who can read can under- 
stand it. I commend to his attention 
these lines on Latin: 

All the people dead who wrote It.

lllessed death! They surely earn it. 
Mr. Mills' letter in this morning'* 
issue affords a good example of the in- 
comprehensible.

The chair- 
man of the committee ruled that I was per- 
fectly In order in calling upon Mr. Morrison 
vote. Messrs. Maxwell and Mclnnes 
voteil In favor of the amendment because 
they thought the committee was the right 
place. I voted against It because I thought 
the house was the proper place to discuss 
such an Important matter, that applied not 
only to the bill In question, but went very 
much further, and not In a committee room, 
where there were only some 110 odd mem- 
bers present. Is Mr. Morrison financially 
Interested in this road?

SALMON TRAPS. 

Sir: It Is, not at all Improbable that our 
friend Mr.' Meyer will regret having been 
communicative on the subject of the salmon 
run to your correspondent "Reporter." I 
am. glad to see the paragraph referring to 
Sir Louis Davies' refusal to sanction the 
use of traps In British waters. The ques- 
tion of a trap location as an asset Is a 
somewhat debatable and uncertain one in 
United States waters, and It Is an un- 
doubted fact that one great factor in ereat- 
Ing this uncertainty Is the possibility (un- 
der a wide-awake, businesslike and far- 
seeing political leader) of the Canadian 
-Government passing a law or order-in-coun- 
cll permitting (as a retaliatory measure 
only) the use of traps. There need he no 
difficulty in verifying this statement; 
one only needs to broach the subject In 
n conversation among Whatcom ot Fair- 
haven trapmcn to quickly realize the posi- 
tion. A good location may be worth $20,- 
000— some chane-."' hands for much more— 
but the uncertainty now removed from the 
minds of Pnget Sound trap owners by the 
recent decision must be Immense. That 
the regulation of these local matters which 
aifect British Columbia so greatly should 
be dealt with in the far East, where con- 
ditions are so entirely different, Is certain 
ly very helpful to our American cousin, and 
he realizes it fully, you may be sure, hut 
It Is hardly to be commended as being help- 
ful to us In British Columbia. The use of 
traps Is not to be commended,- excepting 
as a means of compelling the United States 
authorities to c'.thc:- limit, or abolish them 
on Tnget Sound, and as S. means to that 
end would have the assistance of thousands 
of fishermen on either side of the line. 
Could this be styled doing evil that good 
miiy come?
